3.2. SCHEDULE OF WORK 
Vendor shall coordinate with Contract Administrator to secure a date and time to perform all work.  A 

minimum of one (1) week advance notice will be required to be given to the Contract Administrator prior 

to the work being performed.   

 

3.3. LOCATIONS & CURRENT INVENTORY OF SYSTEMS 
A listing of all City buildings, their address, approximate square footage and the types of system in each 

has been made available as Attachment L of this document.  New locations/equipment may be added or 

removed at any point during the term of this contract and any subsequent renewals, should it be deemed 

in the best interest of the City. 

 

3.4. DOCUMENTATION TAGS 
All documentation tags shall be provided by the vendor and included in the vendor’s pricing.  All 

documentation tags shall be the vendor’s official company tag only.  No generic tags will be accepted.   

 

3.5. INSPECTION & SERVICE REPORTS 
An inspection and/or service report shall be completed for every regular inspection and service call 

provided by the vendor.  The reports shall indicate the date the service or inspection was provided, and 

the location of the service or inspection.  This report shall note any further repairs required on the 

equipment serviced.    The report shall be legible and shall be signed by City representative where services 

were provided.  Once the inspection or contracted services are complete, the vendor shall have not more 

than two (2) business days to send report to the Contract Administrator and the LAHJ. 

 

3.6. COST EFFECTIVE DECISION MAKING 
The vendor shall be responsible for ensuring that cost effective decisions are made when servicing a unit.  

The vendor shall provide a detailed estimate of any repair work before proceeding.    In such cases, the 

vendor shall consult with the Contract Administrator and recommend the best solution for the City before 

proceeding. 

 

The City must approve all repair work before work begins. 

 

3.7. VENDOR’S QUALIFICATIONS 
3.7.1. The vendor shall have technically qualified staff and be capable of performing required 

work in accordance to all federal, state and local regulations.  The vendor shall comply 

with all applicable sections of the latest edition of the National Fire Protection Association 

(NFPA), including but not limited to sections thirteen (13), fourteen (14), fifteen (15) and 

twenty-five (25).  Vendors are also expected to comply with the latest edition of the 

Virginia Statewide Building Code, Virginia State Fire Prevention Code (VSFPC), the City 

of Harrisonburg Cross Connection/Backflow Prevention Control Program, and the Virginia 

Maintenance Code.                              
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
